Pastures, particularly those 
which show a mixture of h jv- 
umes and grasses, an* not only 
the sourc e of a nutritious I'*"’ 
which is high in protein a <1 
mineral coni out, hut they prov¬ 
ide one oj the most o o on i al 
means oi supplying lives! nek 
with the millionth they lequiit 
Furthermore fallen pastures 
have a place i n the rotation of 
crops, and are left down for 
a few years, tin* nitrogen cont¬ 
ent of the soil i; maintaned or 
increased and fibre. i s added to 
the soil which helps prevent 
soil driftng and erosion. 

Taking into account these 
merits of pasture crops, it would 
seem that such crops should 
receive far more ^orioiis consul 
ation tha n they have in the 
past, and then u.-e he expanded 
accordingly. 

True it is that the host 
pasture crop s cannot he succ¬ 
essfully grown i n all areas. In 
some areas, scarcity o| moist¬ 
ure makes it almost impossible 
to secure satisfactory stands, 
whle in others, the lypo ami 
condition of the soil mal es the 
growing of certain crops hazard 
ous. In other words local con¬ 
ditions chiefly determine the 
knd of pasture that may he

used. Where soil and climatic 
cowlitons arc tolerant enough 
to permit a wide choice of past¬ 
ure crops, such factors a s pal- 
atibility, yield and carrying 
capacity should he given consul 
oration when a choice is being 
made. 

I hose who have good native 
pastures are fortunate, and it is 
advantageous to leave these as 
such, particularly in the drought 
areas, where difficulty is ex¬ 
perience^ j in securing a good 
stand of many of the tame 
gross os. 

Where native pastures are 
not vailablc in those areas 
where moisture conditions arc 
unfavourable, it is possible to 
iVcure ^reasonably satisfactory' 
stands by using the more drou 
ht reistant grasses. 

Crested wheat grass is part¬ 
icularly well adapted to dry 
condition s and while this grass 
is not as palatable to livestock 
as many of the other grasses, 
it has proven fairly satisfact¬ 
ory and is to be recommended 
for these areas. 

Where difficulty is exporienc 
cd in getting permanent past¬ 
ures established, annual past¬ 
ures may be recommended. Any 
of the cereal grains or a mixt¬ 
ure of them may be used. In 
areas where soil drifting pres 
cuts a problem, many farmers 
are seeding these grains as a 
cover crop and pasturing the 
cover crop, thus “killing two 
birds with one stone.” For 
early spring and late fall past¬ 
ure, fall rye is satisfactory. 

Irrigated Pastures 

Conditions i n the irrigated 
district of southern Alberta are 
favourable to th e growing of 
many pasture crops and the esf 
ablishment of immanent past 
urea with high carrying capac 
ity. Mixtures ot legumes and 
grasses are beltei than straight 
grass. Various mixtures have 
been tried and some of those 
which have proven satisfactory 
are: 

1. Kentucky Blue Grass, 
White Dutch Clover. 

2. Drome, Alfalfa.

Motherwell Lib¬ 
eral member for Melville, Sask. 
;uid former federal minister of 
agriculture, went on a rampage 
i n the House of Commons last 
Thursday and assailed the gov¬ 
ernment's record in connection 
with the Wheat Board since it 
entered office in 1935. 

Mr. Motherwell is one of the 
few surviving fathers of co-op¬ 
eration in Western Canada and 
also has served many years in 
the House of Commons, lie son- 
sistently fought the profitters 
who gained fortunes at the ex¬ 
pense of western farmers, and 
has been progressive in his out¬ 
look from the years hi which lie 
pioneered th e western prairies 
down to the present. Now at the 
age of 78, lie is losing his phy¬ 
sical powers but his spirit is 
still a strong a ever. 

Last Thursday he bitterly at¬ 
tacked the action of the govern¬ 
ment in failing to permit the 
Board to function during the 
past two years under a restrict¬ 
ion which prevented it from ac¬ 
cepting deliverers until the price 
fell to certain level. That con¬ 
dition, he said, “defied the will 
of parliament.” 

“It has been the most distres 
sing experience of my whole | 
life,’ Mr. Motherwell said. “To 
think {l Liberal government 
would do it! If it had been done 
by the Conservatives or by yon 
strange group in the corner, I 
would not have been so surpris 
ed.” 

Referring to the appointment 
of Col. J L. Ralston as counsel 


for the Turgeon Grain Commis¬ 
sion, Mr. Motherwell said no 
man who had expressed himself 
so fully and freely on the policy 
of marketing wheat should have 
been named to that position. 

During the Great War the pric 
es of only two articles, wheat 
and cheese, were held down. 
Farmers were deprived of pro¬ 
fits they might have made then 
and it was only fair they should 
receive the protection of mark¬ 
eting boards and fixed minimum 
prices in time of depression. Ea¬ 
stern farmers, instead of trying 
to deprive western farmers of a 
Wheat Board, should go out for 
a Board of their own to handle 
cheese or some other animal pro 
duct. 

Taking the diff erence between 
the fixed price received by far¬ 
mers during the war and the 
price wheat might have reached 
>n an unrestricted market, Mr. 
Motherwell estimated the far¬ 
mers of Western Canada “con¬ 
tributed $500 million to the 
bread basket of the allies, in¬ 
cluding the Dominion of Canada 

The minimum price of wheat 
for the coming harvest should 
be set at 85 cents with no re¬ 
strictions on the Board as to its 
purchase and it should he set 
early in July, not in the middle 
of August, h e said. — Wheat 
Pool Budget.
